challenge."), and the need for 
alleviating tension in the world, 
ceasing the arms race, and end- 
ing the cold war.

debts. This is terrible for our eco- 
nomy.

'Twelve years ago, in fact, the 
U.S. declared cold war on Rus- 
sia ... Secretary of State Dulles 
became the self-appointed Sovict- 
hatc-monger ... he is an obstina- 
te, stubborn brilliant man. I know 
f his clients who have ta 
s advice greatly to their 
sorrow." ... Let us no longer call 
ourselves the free world when the 
petty tyrant of our State Depart- 
ment can bring this to pass.' . 



"If the statesmen of the work 
have been unable to meet face to 
face for frank and free discussion, 
at least the scientists have not 
been so laggard ... I deplore the 
action of our statesmen, but I ha 
ve.faith^in scientists ... "Of al 
the segments of Soviet society, 
firmly believe that the intellec- 
tuals, particularly the scientists, 
carry the greatest weight with 
their government . . . "We must 
tell the politicians what we want, 
because ne just tries to appeal to 
the electorate ... we business peo 
pic have more at stake (in case 
of all-out warfare); our buildings 
our interests will be dust anc 
ashes ...

QUEBEC CONFERENCE DEMANDS 
SHARE OF FEDERAL GRANTS 



The Quebec Conference on 
Education yesterday called on the 
Provincial Government to claim 
Quebec's share of the $50,000,- 
000 available through the Cana- 
da Council for University aid, 
with the several millions in grants 
held by the Federal Government 
which nave been turned back each 
year by Quebec Universities on 
the advice of Quebec. 

The Conference called for es- 
tablishment of an agency to ad- 
minister the funds to provincial 
educational institutions on a per 
capita basis. 

Return Grants 

The six Quebec universities 
have with the exception of 1952, 
returned the Federal funds each 
year because of provincial oppo- 
sition to Federal aid to universi- 
ties. 

The committee asked that "the 
Provincial Government take the 
necessary steps to recover these 



sums already assigned by the Fe- 
deral Government for aid to uni- 
versity education, and, for the fu- 
ture, a fiscal agreement between ' 
the two governments or an ex- 
tension of the equalization prin- 
ciple to solve this problem. It 
was also urged that provincial aid 
should be divided into categories 
common to businesses for admi- 
nistration purposes and for capi- 
tal expenditures". 

Royalties On Resources 

Royalties derived from the ex- 
ploitation of natural resources in 
the province could also be utili- 
zed for educational funds. It was 
also suggested that a uniform tax 
evaluation system throughout the 
province or the establishment of 
a provincial equalization tax on 
business and industry could be 
imposed to bolster any funds 
which could be used for educa- 
tion.

Little Pugwash? 




Everyone loves a philanthropist and the Canadian mil- 
lionnaire, Cyrus Eaton, must be amongst the most loveable. 
This however was hardly the reaction of some sixty student 
leaders from the major universities of Quebec and Ontario 
who were summoned yesterday to hear a message from 
Mr. Eaton. They felt that they might have been the un- 
witting victims of his overzealous public relations staff. 

The background to this novel gathering is as flam- 
boyant as the idea of the Pugwash Thinkers conference, 
that famous baby of Mr. Eaton. On twenty-four hours notice 
student councils in the two provinces were invited to send 
representatives to hear Mr. Eaton speak at the Canadian 
All travel and hotel expenses were paid; indeed one 
oup were told they codld charter a. plane if a regular 
ght was not available. The students came and they heard. 
They heard Mr. Eaton on his by now well known philosophy 
of let us all be brothers or we'll all be dead and the Russians 
are good chaps really. After" his main speech the tycoon 
met the students separately, shook hands with each of 
them, then addressed them for about twenty minutes. The 
message they had all been commandeered to hear was go out 
and fight for peace as I have suggested, Canada is a great 
nation and the future is in your hands. Mr. Eaton was too 
much in a hurry to stay for a question period for the stu- 
dents, who were to say the least a little disappointed; per- 
haps because some of them had very practical ideas as to 
how they could improve things and wanted to ask their 
wealthy host about the needs of their universities and 
unions. Student officials are rather myopic in this respect. 

Perhaps some wanted to get his views about educa- 
tion in this province — he had said that M. Duplessis was 
a great man as far as the economic welfare of the province 
was concerned ; perhaps they wantéd to know whether he 
had full agreement with M. Duplessis' general policies. Per- 
haps Mr. Eaton who was asking students to go out and be 
pioneers did not want to be bothered by the ticklish sort of 
questions that students might ask ; the Ungava investments 
are worth some 200 million dollars it is said. Perhaps how- 
ever we are being ungenerous and Mr. Eaton, who is a busy 
man, had no time to stay (some of the students were busy 
too and missed lectures to answer the call), and this little 
conference way well be the beginnings of another annual 
conference on the Pugwash model for students to study 
contemporary problems. It's an idea that we would recom- 
mend to Mr. Eaton. Mr. Eaton's motives were praiseworthy, 
his message of some value, however his methods unfor- 
tunately were stamped with the demanding mark of the 
tycoon who gets what he wants. 

Escape, But Into What? 

In the world such as it is there is much temptation to 
escape from its reality. When the small bothers and large 
tensfons that are provoked by having to live in a world with 
other people whose interests may conflict with our own, 
and when physical conditions such as weather and health 
and money and time may impede our activities the easiest 
thing to do is to try to escape the whole business. There are 
ways of doing this; we may sit cosily in a movie theatre 
cuddled up like foetuses feeding umbilically on popcorn; 
we may be anaesthetized by television or hack novels; we 
may seek sexual partners to hide with ; some people escape 
by eating a great deal more than they need to eat; and 
some may seek the increasingly popular alcoholic way. 

Alcoholism has become one of our society's most de- 
pressing and costly diseases. More work-days are lost 
through hangovers than any other disease, and the amount 
of money spent on alcohol is immense. What we are interest- 
ed in here is not so much the effects of alcoholism — though 
this is surely an important subject — but rather with the 
"cause of it. People drink too much for a miscellany of 
reasons, and none of them are veiy admirable reasons 
though they are understandable. One of the most popular 
reasons for drinking is that it seems to make everything 
o easy — the world is such a fine harmless haze seen 
through alcohol — and a well-liqubured party is always a 
better party than a dry one. Besides which it's sociable to 
drink and fashionable to know what to order and what to 
say about some brand or other. This is our point : on our 
occasional tours around the party circuit it becomes more 
and more obvious that liquor makes the circuit go round; 
habits acquired at gay parties which seem at first only gay 
habits may become serious later on. On many occasions it 
seems that a stiff dosage of alcohol is admission price to 
Fun. We've seen too many flushed sons and daughters of 
old McGill weave boisterously to the bar; it seems rather 
pathetic that these people cannot enjoy themselves and 
their pai*ty-going companions without an alcoholic kick in 
the psychological pants.. People find it difficult to communi- 
cate, but though alcohol seems to facilitate communication, 
it is a false and dangerous facilitation. It is only a placebo 
foi* a bad illness, which is moreover a symptom of a pro- 
found social illness which compels people to seek the seem- 
ingly-benign medicinal alcoholic haze. When the stuff in 
the glass gives too much pleasure, something is wrong.

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In an Israel Festival Week address 
to the student body yesterday, Dr. 
Michael Simon, Consul-Gcncral of Is- 
rael likened his country's plight to 
the days of the prophet Nchcmiah, 
when the people of Israel were for- 
ced to live with "one hand wrought 
in the work and with the other hold- 
ing a weapon, jabouring in the day 
and being a guard in the night". 

Quoting the old Greek philosopher 
Hcraclitus who said that "war is the 
father of all things",. Dr. Simon de- 
clared that this state of affairs is un- 
fortunately as true today as in the 
past. "The magna carta of human 
freedom, the principle of liberté, éga- 
lité, fraternité, was born in the sha- 
dow of the guillotine", he said; "the 
peoples of the .Americas, Greeks, Ita- 
lians and Germans had to fight for 
their independence, and it required 
two world wars to set free many ra- 
ces of Asia and Africa. 

Within the framework of this gi- 
gantic historical process which still 
continues, the people of Israel have 
returned to the shores of their never- 
forsaken homeland, this ancient brid- 
ge between three continents, between 
East and West." 

He further described his country as 
a young State, created by one of the 
oldest peoples still in existence, a 
haven of refuge for those who could 
not or would not assimilate to their 



hostile surroundings', a land from 
which the ideals of democracy and 
justice, of the dignity of the human 
being and his responsibility to his 
fellow-creatures flow back to the 
lands from which they emigrated. 

Dr. Simon emphasized that such a 
task is much more difficult in a time 
when states have become almost an 
end in themselves, when the finest 
brains arc set to invent ever more 
devastating means to destroy mankind. 

It appears that we of the older ge- 
neration arc perhaps too petrified to 
change the course of things to come, 
but you, the students "of today, the 
men and women of tomorrow, it is 
in your power, to create a new and 
better world", he said. 

Dr. Simon's address was the first 
of several programs scheduled for the 
Festival Week, sponsored by the Hil 
lei Foundation, Students' Zionist Or- 
ganization and the Israeli Students' 
Club. 

The Israeli motion picture "They 
Mpt In Galilee" was shown follow^ 
ing the Consul-General's speech.
